An Act for better enforcing the attendance of pro- 


prietors and farmers of land before Collectors of 


Land Revenue in the Bengal Presidency. ' 


Whereas by Clause 3, Section 13 of Regulation 
I], 1819 and by Section 19 of Regulation VII. 
1892. and Section 8, Regulation 1X. 1825 of the 
Bengal Code, provision is made for the imposition 
of adaily fine by the Board of Revenue, or other 
authority exercising the powers of that Board on 
any proprietor or farmer of land subject to the 
provisions contained in the recited Clauses and 
Sections of the said several Regulations, who 
when duly summoned by the Collector or Com- 
missioner shall omit or refuse to attend, or to cause 
his Officer or Agent to attend, or to furnish the 
accounts or documents required, and shall not shew 
sufficient cause for such omission ; and it is further 
provided in and by the first recited Regulation, 
that the fine when confirmed by Government 18 to 
be levied by the same process as is prescribed for 
the recovery of arrears of revenue; and whereas 
in many cases by the delay thus occasioned, the 
progress of the survey is hindered, and the whole 
burden of the penalty is greatly increased beyond 
what would be necessary, if summary power were 
given to the Officer by whom the requisition is 
made, to impose and levy reasonable fings, subject

tion and circumstances in life, not exceeding in 
any case the daily fine of 50 Rupees: and the 
amount of such fine accruing due from time to 
time may be levied without further confirmation 
by the same process as is prescribed for the re- 
covery of arrears of revenue. 


II. The Collector shall forthwith report the 
imposition of every such fine, and the amount 
thereof, and also from time to time the amount 
levied, to the Commissioner of Revenue, who shall 
report the same for the information of the local 
Government. 

III. Every order passed by a Collector, or per- 
son exercising the powers of a Collector under 
this Act, shall be appealable in the uaual manner 
to the Coumissioner of Revenue, and other supe- 
rior authority, but no such appeal shall avail to 
prevent the levy of any fine eo imposed pending 
the appeal. 

1V. Whenever the amount levied under any 
such order issued for any default by authority of a 
Collector or person exercising the power of a 
Collector under this Act, shall have exceeded 
500 Rupees, the Collector shall report the case 
specially to the Commissioner of Revenue, and no 
further levy for such default shall be made other- 
wise than by authority of the Commissioner of 
Revenue. 

V. Nothing in this Act contamned shall be 
deemed to repeal the power of imposing daily fines 
and of levying the fines so imposed in the manner 
prescribed by the said Regulations.

‘Fort William, Home Department, Legislative, the 
6th May, 1848, 


The following Draft of a proposed Act was 
read in Council for the first time on the 6th of 
May, 1848. 


Act No. of 1848. 


An Act for the appointment of an Administrator 
Gencral of unrepresented Estates in Bengal and 
for the regulation of that Office, and for the 
requlation of the Offices of the Supreme Court of 
Judicature at Fort William in Bengal. 


Whereas by an Act of Parliament passed ina Ses- 
sion holden in the 39th and 40th years of the reign 
of King George the 3d, entitled “ An Act for 
establishing further Regulations for the Govern- 
ment of the British Territories in India, and for 
the better Administration of Justice within the 
Same,” it was amongst other things provided that 
fiom and after the I’irst day of March in the 
year of Our Lord One Thousand Eight Hundred 
and One, whenever any British Subject should 
die intestate within either of the Presidencies of 
Fort William, Fort St. George or Bombay respec- 
tively, or the Territories subordinate to either of 
the said Presidencies, or to become subordinate 
thereto, and on the return of the citation issued 
fiom the proper Ecclesiastical Court, no next of 
hin or Creditor should appear and make out their 
claim to the Administration of the Effects of the 
Intestate deceased to, the satisfaction of the said 
Court, it should and might be lawful for the He- 
gistrar of such Court respectively, and he was 
thereby required to apply for, and such Court was 
thereby required and directed to grant such Letters 
ad Colligenda, or of Administration, as to such 
<Court should seem meet, by virtue whereof such 
Aegistrar should collect the assets of the deceased, 
and should bring them for safe custody into such 
Court, and aecount for them regularly in like man- 
ner as wag then by Law provided in cases where 
assets were in the hands of any Officer of the 
Court under or by virtue of the Equitable juris- 
diction of any such Court: And whereas by a cer- 
tain other Act of Parliament passed in the 55th 
year of the same reign, entitled “ An Act to 
amend se much of an Act of'the 89th year of 
His present. Majesty ae relates to fixing the 
limits of the Towns of Calcutta, Madras and Bom - 
bay; and also so much of an Act of the 39th 





and 40th year of His present Majesty as relates to 
the granting of Letters of Administration to the 
Effects of persons dying intestate within the sever- 
al Presidencies in the East Indies to the Regis- 
trar of the Icclesiastical Courts: and to enable 
the Governor and Council of the said Presidencies 
to remove persons not being British Subjects and 
to make provisions for the Judges in the East 
Indies in’certain cases,” it was amongst other things 
provided that in all cases in which the said Registrar 
should obtain a grant of Letters of Administration 
or ad Colligenda bona under the provisions of the 
Acts enabling and requiring him to apply for the 
same the said Registrar should enter into a book 
to be kept by him for that purpose separate and 
distinct accounts of each I‘state, and of all such 
sums of Money, Bonds and other Securities for 
Money, Goods, Effects and things, as should come 
to his hands or to the hands of any persons 
employed by him, or in trust for him, by vir- 
tue of any Letters ad Colligenda, or of Ad- 
ministration granted to him under the authority 
of the said Act, and likewise of all payments 
made by him for and on account of the said 
Estates, and of all debts due by or to the same, 
specifying the dates of such receipts and pay- 
ments respectively which said book should be 
kept in the Registrar’s Office, and should be 
open for the inspection of all such persons practi- 
tioners in the said Courts and others as might 
have occasion to inspect the same, at office hours, 
paying such reasonable fee as might be fixed 
therefore by the said Courts and no more; and 
the said Registrar should twice in every year, that 
is, on the First day of March and on the Twenty- 
second day of October, or on the First day after 
those days on which their respective Courts should 
be sitting, exhibit and deliver in open Court, a 
true and perfect Schedule of all sums of Money, 
Bonds or other Securities received on account of 
each Estate remaining under their charge, toge- 
ther with the payments made thereout and the 
balances; afd also of all Administrations whereof 
the balances should have been paid over t» the 
persons entitled to the same, since the period of 
exhibiting the last Schedule, specifying the amount 
of such balances, and the persons to whom paid, 
which should be, filed of record in the said Courts, 
and should within fourteen days afterwards be 
published in the Gazette of the Presidetiotes within 
which such Courts are respectively situated by the 
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said Registrar, who should likewise cause copies 
thereof in triplicate to be delivered to the Chief 
Secretary of such Presidency, and the same should 
be transmitted by the respective Governors at 
such Presidencies to the Court of Directors of the 
East India Company, who upon the receipt thereof 
should cause the same to be published in the 
London Gazette: And whereas it is desirable to 
disconnect the Administration of such Estates 
from the Office of Ecclesiastical Registrar of the 
Supreme Court, and to provide for the Adminis- 
tration of such Lstates by the Officer by this Act to 
be appointed for that,purpose, and to extend to that 
Officer the provisions hereinbefore recited, and 
to make further provisions for the due Adminis, 
tration of such Lstates, It is enacted as follows: 


I. AllLettersof Administration or ad Colligenda 
bona granted to the Ecclesiastical Registrar of the 
Supreme Court, and all Probates granted to such 
Officer of Wills appointing the Ecclesiastical Re- 
gistrar of the Supreme Court by that description 
or him and his successors Executors thereof, and 
all Estates, Effects and Interests, vested in the said 
Ecclesiastical Registrar by virtue thereof, and all 
books, papers and documents belonging to him or 
in his- possession, or under his power or controul 
by virtue of such Letters or Probate, shall by 
virtue and operation of this Act, and without 
other grant be transferable and shall be forthwith 
transferred to the Administrator General by this 
Act created, who shall be to all intents and pur- 
poses such Administrator, Executor, or Grantee 
in his new character of Administrator General as 
the Ecclesiastical Registrar of the Supreme Court 
was, and shall have as such Administrator, Ixecu- 
tor or Grantee all the same powers, as the said 
Ecclesiastical Registrar might exercise at the time 
of passing this Act as such Administrator, Execu- 
tor or Grantee. 


II. The Ecclesiastical Registrar at the time of 
the passing of this Act shall be the first Adminis- 
trator General, and shall upon the passing of this 
Act cease to be Ecclesiastical Registrar, and shall 
as such Administrator General be entitled to re- 
ceive or retain all Commission to which he was 
entitled as Ecclesiastical Registrar at the time of 
the passing of this Act on any such grants as 
aforesaid. 


Ill. The said Administrator General and every 
succeeding Administrator General shall give Se- 
curity by Bond to the Naet India Company, him- 
gelf for one lack of Rupees, with two or more 
Suretie3 jointly and severally for another lack of 
Rupees, for the due execution of his said Office, 
and shall not be required by the said Supreme 
Court to enter into any Administration Bond or to 
give other Security to that Court on the grant of 
any such Letters as aforesaid. 


IV. The Administrator General shall receive 
as the remuneration for the discharge of his duties 
as such Adaiinistrator General under all such 
grants of Letters as aforesaid male after the 
passing of this Act, or on Probates of Wills so 
granted after the passing of this Act wherein he is 
named Executor by virtue of his Office a Commis- 
sion of three Rupees in the Hundred on each 
Estate instead of the five per cent. Commission 
heretofore received by the Ecclesiastical Regis- 
trar, and shall defray out of the said Commission 
of three Rupees'in the Hundred the expences of 
the necessary Establishment and all other charges 
to which the said Office may be subject, and shall 
be entitled instead of the Ecclesiastical Regis- 
trar of the said Supreme Court, and is here. 
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by required to take out such Administy 
and Letters ad Colligenda as aforesaid in all Cas

V. On all future vacancies of the Office th 
Administrator General shall be appointed by i 
Governor General of India in Council, and shall 
be one who has either been admitted and is at the 
time of such appointment an Advocate or an Ate 
torney of the said Supreme Court, or one who js 
at the time of such appointment qualified to be go 
admitted. 


VI. From and after the passing of this Agt 
the Administrator General shall not as such be 
deemed to be an Officer of the said Supreme Court. 
aud shall not be otherwise accountable to :

Grantee of Letters ad Colligenda as the case m 
be. 


VII. From and after the passing of this Act 
the Assets belonging to the Estates administerec 
by the said Administrator General shall be kept 
deposited and invested by such Administrator 
General in such manner as the Governor General 
of India in Council shall from time to time by his 
order in writing direct, which order shall be pub- 
lished in the Calcutta Gazette, and shall be ful] 
authority, protection and indemnification in all 
Courts whatsoever for such keeping, depositing and 
Investing, and until such order be made the Assets 
in thehands of such Administrator General shull 
be deposited and kept in the ‘Treasury of the Kast 
India Company. 

VIII. The provisions above recited of the Act 
55th Geo. 3d as to the entries in and keeping of 
the Book or Books in the Office of the Ecclesiastical 
Registrar, and asto the right of access to and 
inspection of the said Books and as to the filing 
of Schedules in the Supreme Court, and as to the 
transmis:ion of copies of the said Schedules shall 
be in force as to the Administrator General and his 
Office instead of the Ecclesiastical Kegistrar of the 
said Supreme Court and his Office, and shall be car- 
ried into effect in like manner as was by the said 
Act of Parliament directed as to the Ecclesiastical 
Registrar of the said Supreme Court, provided that 
the fee or fees, if any, directed to be paid for in- 
spection shall be fixed by the Governor General 
of India in Council and not by the Supreme Court, 
and shall be notified in the Calcutta Gazette in 
manner aforesaid.

General as any other person or persons whose pre- 
sence he or they may think necessary to attend him 
or them from time to time, and to examine the said 
Administrator General or other party or parties if 
he shall think fit on Oath or Solemn Affirmation 
to he by him or them administered, and to eall for 
all Books, Papers and Documents which may 
appear to him or them to be neceseary for the pur- 
poses of the said reference, and if the said Admi- 
nistrator General, or other person or persons when 
summoned shall neglect or refuse to attend, or to 
produce any Books, Papers or Documents requir- 
ed, or shall attend and refuse to be eworn or make 
a Solemn Affirmation when by Law an Affirma- 
tion may be substituted for an Oath, or ehall refuse 
to be examined, the said person or persons shall 
certify such neglect or refusal in writing to the 
Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort William in 
Bengal which shall have power to issue an Attach- 
ment against such Administrator General, or other 
person or persons for such neglect or refusal as 
aforesaid, who shall thereupon be punishable in like 
manner as if such neglect or refusal had been in 
contempt of the said Supreme Court. 


X. If on such reference and examination it shall 
appear that the said Schedules are correct, and that 
the Provisions of the said Acts of Parliament and of 
this Act have been complied with, the costs and 
expenses of such reference shall be defrayed pro- 
portionably by all the Estates, the accounts of 
which are then under oxamination, which costs 
and proportion the person or persons to whom such 
reference is made shall ascertain, and the said Ad- 
ministrator General shall deduct the sum chargeable 
to each Estate therefrom, and shall apply the same 
tothe payment of the costs and expences of such 
reference. 

AI. If upon any such reference and examina- 
tion the person or persons to whom the said refer- 
ence is inade shall see reason to believe that the 
said Schedules do not contain a true and correct 
account of the matters therein, or which ought to 
be therein contained, such person or persons shall 
report accordingly to the Governor General of India 
in Council, specifying in hia or their report the sub- 
stance of his or their objections thereto, and the said 
Governor General in Council shall thereupon refer 
the same to the consideration of the Advocate 
General of the East India Company in Ben- 
gal, who shall thereupon proceed summarily by 
petition for an account against the said Adminis- 
trator General, or against a late Administrator Ge- 
neral after his removal from Office, or against his 
personal representatives in case of his death in res- 
pect of all or any of the Estates then or formerly 
under his care as the said Advocate General 
shall think fit, and shall have power to exhibit 
interrogatories to the said Administrator Gene- 
ral, or other person or persons defendants, who 
shall be bound to answer the same as fully 
as if the same had been contained in a Bill 
filed for the like purpose, and the Court shall 
have power on any such petition filed to exa- 
mine orally the parties before it and all witnesses, 
or to refer the accounts to be taken in the ordi- 
nary way, and the costs of the sada General 
when such are directed to be paid shall be defray-

ed either by the defendant or defendants in case 
he or they shall be decreed to pav the costs, or out 
of the Estates rateably as the said Court shall 
direct, and the Court shall have power to order the 
Administrator General, or other person or persons 
defendants, to receive his or her costs out of the 
said Estates if it shall think fir. 


XII. The said Court shall have power on such 
petition to make such original and subsequent 
orders as upon a Bill filed. and such Orders shall 
have the same effect, and he executed in the same 
manner as Decretal Orders, and in case any appor- 
tionment amongst the several Estates shall be- 
come necessary in consequence of anv deficiency 
of funds, the Court shall by one or more such 
Orders direct in what manner the same is to be 


made, 


XI. Every person who having Ween sworn 
or having taken a Solemn Affirmation under this 
Act. shall wilfully give false testimony upon any 
examination authorized hy this Act shall be deemed 
guilty of perjury, and if convicted thereof, shall 
be liable to fine and imprisonment, or to fine or 
Imprisonment, which imprisonment may be at the 
discretion of the Court with or without hard labour, 
and may extend to two years. 


XIV. From and after the passing of this Act 
the Master of the Supreme Court shall in addition 
to the duties now performed by him perform also 
the duties of eclesiastical Equity and Admiralty 
Registrar, and shall also on the next vacation of the 
Office of Sworn Clerk perform the duties of that 
Office. 

XV From and after the passing of this Act 
the Taxing Officer of the Supreme Court shall in 
addition to the duties of the several Offices now 
held by him, and on the next vacancy of the seve- 


ral Offices of Examiner in the Insolvent Court and 


of Attorney for Paupers, discharge also the duties 
of those Offices. 

XVI. When the Offices of Sworn Clerk, of 
Examiner in the Insolvent Court, and of Interpre- 
ter of European Languages and Tipstaff shall se- 
verally become vacant, the Offices of Interpreter 
of European Languages and ‘ipstaff shall be 
abolished, and no appointment of Sworn Clerk 
shall be made except as aforesaid to be held joint- 
ly with the Office of Master, and no appointment 
as Examiner in the Insolvent Court shall be made 
except as aforesaid to be held jointly with that of 
the Taxing Officer of the Supreme Court. 


XVIF. On any future appointment of any per- 
son to hold in the said Supreme Court the Office

Lo abolish the practice of Branding Convicts. 


Whereas by Sundry Regulations of the Bengal 
and Madras Codes, it is provided, that Convicts 
sentenced to confinement for life, are to have in- 
scribed on their fureheads their name, the crime 
of which they have been convicted, the date of the 
sentence passed against them, and the name of the 
Division, by the Court of which it may have been 
passed: and whereas it is thought fit to abolish 
wholly the practice of branding convicts through- 
out the Territories under the Government of the 
Kast India Company, It is enacted ag follows: 


I. Section }1 of Regulation IV. 1797, Sec- 
tion 35 of Regulation VII. 1803, and Clauses 
Second, Third and lourth, in Section 12 of Regu- 
' ation XVII, 1817, of the Bengal Code; Section 
35 of Regulation VII. 1802, of the Madras Code, 
and all other Regulations or parts of Regulations 
in force, directing that any convicted offenders 
skall have auy indelible mark made upon their fore- 
heads, or on any part of their persons, are rescind- 
ed; andafter the passing of this Act it shall not be 


lawful for any Court or Magistrate within the Ter. 
ritories under the Government of the East India 
Company, to order that any brand or indelible 
mark of any kind be made, or renewed on any part 
of the person of any convicted offender.

Para. |. Under the new system of Recruiting, 
viz. the enlistment of men for limited service only, 
it becomes necessary to revise the Regulation 
which prohibits a Soldier who may purchase or 
obtain a free discharge from our service from 
reckoning his former service if permitted to 
re-enlist, and we have resolved that in accord- 
ance with the Regulations of Her Majesty’s Ser- 
vice, Men who may hereafter re-enlist into our 
service within six months after their discharge by 
purchase or at their own request, or upon the expi- 
ration of the first period of their limited service, 
shall reckon their former service if their Com- 
manding Officers at the end of one year from the 
date of their re-enlistment, shall recommend them 
for such indulgence on account of good conduct, 
and provided also, that on being re-attested they 
declared their former service, and the cause of 
their discharge. 


2. This Regulation will take effect from the 
date of its publication in General Orders,

Act No. of 1848. 
An Act for the appointment of an Administratar 
Gencral of unrepresented Estates in Bingal and 
for the regulation of that Office, and for the 


reyulation af the Offices of the Supreme Court of 


Judicature at Fort William in Bengal. 


Whereas by an Act of Parliament passed in a Ses- 
sion holden in the 39th and 40th years of the reign 
of King George the 3d, entitled “An Act for 
establishing further Regulations for the Govern- 
ment of the British Territories in India, and for 
the better Administration of Justice within the 
same,” it was amongst other things provided that 
from and after the Firet day of March in the 
year of Our Lord One Thousand Eight Hundred 
and One, whenever any British Subject should 
die intestate within either of the Presidencies of 
ort William, Fort St. George or Bombay respec- 
tively, or the Territories subordinate to either of 
the said Presidencies, or to become subordinate 
thereto, and on the return of the citation issued 
fram the proper Ecclesiastical Court, no next of 
Kin or Creditor should appear and make out their 
claim to the Adwinistration of the Iiffects of the 
intestate deceased to the satisfaction of the saicd 
Court, it should and might be lawful for the Re- 
gistrar of such Court respectively, and he was 
thereby required to apply for, and such Court was 
thereby required and directed to grant such Letters 
ad Colligenda, or of Administration, as to such 
Court should seem meet, by virtue whereof such 
Registrar should collect the assets of the deceased, 
and should bring them for safe custody into such 
Court, and account for them regularly in ke man- 
ner as waa then by Law provided in cases where 
assets were in the hands of any Officer of the 
Court under or by virtue of the Equitable juris- 
diction of any auch Court: And whereas by a cer- 
tain other Act of Parliament passed in the 55th 
year of the same reign, entitled “ An Act to 
amend so much of an Act of the 39th year of 
His present Majesty as relates to fixing the 
limits of the Towns of Calcutta, Madras andBom- 
bay; and also so much of an Act of the 39th

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and 40th year of His present Majesty as relates to 
the granting of Letters of Administration to the 
Effects of persons dying intestate within the sever- 
al Presidencies in the East Indies to the Regis- 
trar of the Ecclesiastical Courts: and to enable 
the Governor and Council of the said Presidencies 
to remove persons not being British Subjects and 
to make provisions for the Judges in the East 
Indies in certain cases,” it was amongst other things 
provided that in all cases in which the said Registrar 
should obtain a grant of Letters of Administration 
or ad Colligenda bona under the provisions of the 
Acts enabling and requiring him to apply for the 
same the said Registrar should enter into a book 
to be kept by him for that purpose separate and 
distinct accounts of each Estate, and of all such 
sums of Money, Bonds and other Securities for 
Money, Goods, Effects and things, as should come 
to his hands or to the hands of any persons 
employed by him, or in trust for him, by vir- 
tue of any Letters ad Colligenda, or of Ad- 
ministration granted to him under the authority 
of the said Act, and likewise of all payments 
made by him for and on account of the said 
Estates, and of all debts due by or to the same, 
specifying the dates of such receipts and pay- 
ments respectively which said book should be 
kept in the Registrar’s Office, and should be 
open for the inspection of all such persons practi- 
tioners in the said Courts and others as might 
have occasion to inspect the same, at office hours, 
paying such reasonable fee as might be fixed 
therefore by the said Courts and no more; and 
the suid Registrar should twice in every year, that 
is, on the First day of March and on the ‘I wenty- 
second day of October, or on the First day after 
those days on which their respective Courts should 
be sitting, exhibit and deliver in open Court, a 
true and perfect Schedule of all sums of Money, 
Bonds or other Securities received on account of 
each Estate remaining under their charge, toge- 
ther with the payments made thereout and the 
balances; and also of all Administrations whereof 
the balances should have been paid over t» the 
persons entitled to the same, since the period of 
exhibiting the last Schedule, specifying the amount 
of such balances, and the persons to whom paid, 
which should be filed of record in the said Courts, 
and should within fourteen days ‘afterwards be 
published in the Gazette of the Presidencies within 
which such Courts are respectively situated by the 
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said Registrar, who should likewise cause copies 
thereof in triplicate to be delivered to the Chief 
Secretary of such Presidency, and the same should 
be transmitted by the respective Governors at 
such Presidencies to the Court of Directors of the 
East India Company, who upon the receipt thereof 
should cause the same to be published in the 
London Gazette: And whereas it is desirable to 
disconnect the Administration of such Istates 
from the Office of Ecclesiastical Registrar of the 
Supreme Court, and to provide for the Adminis- 
tration of such Estates by the Officer by this Act to 
be appointed for that’purpose, and ‘to extend to that 
Officer the provisions hereinbefore recited, and 
to make further provisions for the due Adminis- 
tration of such Estates, Jt is enacted as follows: 


I. AllLettersof Administration or ad Colligenda 
bona granted to the Ecclesiastical Registrar of the 
Supreme Court, and all Probates granted to such 
Officer of Wills appointing the Ecclesiastical Re- 
gistrar of the Supreme Court by that description 
or him and his successors Icxecutors thereof, and 
all Estates, Effects and Interests, vested in the said 
Ecclesiastical Registrar by virtue thereof, and all 
books, papers and documents belonging to him or 
in his possession, or under his power or controul 
by virtue of such Letters or Probate, shall by 
virtue and operation of this Act, and without 
other grant be transferable and shall be forthwith 
transferred to the Administrator General by this 
Act created, who shall be to all intents and pur- 
poses such Administrator, Executor, or Grantee 
in his new character of Administrator General as 
the Ecclesiastical Registrar of the Supreme Court 
was, and shall have as such Administrator, Execu- 
tor or Grantee all the same powers, as the said 
Ecclesiastical Registrar might exercise at the time 
of passing this Act as such Administrator, Execu- 
tor or Grantee. 


II The Ecclesiastical Registrar at the time of 
the passing of this Act shall be the first Adminis- 
trator General, and shall upon the passing of this 
Act cease to be Ecclesiastical Registrar, and shall 
as such Administrator General be entitled to re- 
ceive or retain all Commission to which he was 
entitled as Ecclesiastical Registrar at the time of 
the passing of thig Act on any such grants as 
aforesaid. 


III. The said Administrator General and every 
succeeding Administrator General shall give Se- 
curity by Bond to the East India Company, him- 
self for one lack of Rupees, with two or more 
Sureties jointly and severally for another lack of 
Rupees, for the due execution of his said Office, 
and shall not be required by the said Supreme 
Court to enter into any Administration Bond or to 
give other Security to that Court on the grant of 
any such Letters as aforesaid, 


1V. The Administrator General shall receive 
as the vemuneration for the discharge of his duties 
as such Administrator General under all such 
grants of Letters as aforesaid mae after the 
passing of this Act, or on Probates of Wills so 
granted after the passing of this Act wherein he is 
named Executor by virtue of his Office a Commis- 
sion, of three Rupees in the Hundred on each 
Estate instead of the five per cent. Commiesion 
heretofore received by the Ecclesiastical Regis- 
trar, and shall defray out of the said Commission 
of three Rupees in the Hundred the expences of 
the necessary Establishment and all other charges 
to which the said Office may be subject, and shall 
be entitled instead of the Ecclesiastical Regis- 
rar of the said Supreme Court, and is here- 


by required to take out such Administrations 
and Letters ad Colligenda as aforesaid in all cases 
in which by virtue of the.said Statutes the Eccle- 
siastical Registrar of the Supreme Court was at 
the time of the passing of this Act 80 entitled and 
required, and not otherwise. 


V. On all future vacancies of the Office the 
Administrator General shall be appointed by the 
Governor General of India in Council, and shal] 
be one who has either been admitted and is at the 
time of such appointment an Advocate or an At. 
torney of the said Supreme Court, or one who ig 
at the time of such appointment qualified to be so 
admitted. 


VI. From and after the passing of this Act 
the Administrator General shall not as such be 
deemed to be an Officer of the said Supreme Court, 
and shall not be otherwise accountable to it 
than any ordinary Executor, Administrator or 
Grantee of Letters ad Colligenda as the case may 
be. 


VII. From and after the passing of this Act 
the Assets belonging to the [states administered 
by the said Administrator General shall be kept 
deposited and invested by such Administrator 
General in such manner as the Governor General 
of India in Council shall from time to time by his 
order in writing direct, which order shall be pub- 
lished in the Calcutta Gazette, and shall be full 
authority, protection and indemnification in all 
Courts whatsoever for such keeping, depositing and 
investing, and until such order be made the Assets 
in the hands of such Administrator General shall 
be deposited and kept in the Treasury of the Kast 
India Company. 

VIII. The provisions above recited of the Act 
55th Geo, Sd as to the entries in and keeping of 
the Book or Books in the Office of the Ecclesiastical 
Registrar, and as to the right of access to and 
inspection of the said Books and as to the filing 
of Schedules in the Supreme Court, and as to the 
transmis-ion of copies of the said Schedules shall 
be in force as to the Administrator General and his 
Office instead of the Ecclesiastical Registrar of the 
paid Supreme Court and his Office, and shall be car- 
ried into effect in like manner as was by the said 
Act of Parliament directed as to the Ecclesiastical 
Registrar of the said Supreme Court, provided that 
the fee or fees, if any, directed to be paid for in- 
spection shall be fixed by the Governor General 
of India in Council and not by the Supreme Court, 
and shall be notified in the Calcutta Gazette in 
manner aforesaid. 


JX. At the said several times when the said 
Schedules shall be exhibited and delivered to the 
Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort William in 
Bengal, duplicates thereof shall also be laid before 
the Governor General of India in Council, who shall 
refer the same to such person or persons as he may 
from time to time appoint for that purpose to 
examine such Schedules, and to‘report to the said 
Governor General in Council whether they con- 
tain the matters by the said Statute directed to 
be therein respectively inserted, and shall enquire 
into the truth and correctness of the matters 
stated in such Schedules so far as regards the 
receipts and payments therein stated to have been 
had and made, 80 as to ascertain whether the same 
as stated to have been had and made have in fact 
been so had and made, and shall also ascertaia 
whether the Books directed by the said Act of Par- 
liament of the 55th Geo. 8d to be kept in the said 
Registrar’s Office, and by this Act directed to be 
kept by the Administrator General are kept as this 
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Act by reference to the said Act of Parliament di- 
rects, and whether the same are regularly kept aud 
not suffered to fall into arrear, and whether the As- 
sets are duly kept deposited and invested in such 
manner as is by Law prescribed for the investment 
and custody of such Assets, and the said person or 
persons to whom such reference is made shall have 
power to summon as well the said Administrator 
General as any other person or persons whose pre- 
sence heor they may think necessary to attend him 
or them from time to time, and to examine the said 
Administrator General or other party or parties if 
he shall think fit on Oath or Solemn Affirmation 
to be hy him or them administered, and to call for 
all Books, Papers and Documents which may 
appear to him or them to be necessary for the pur- 
poses of the said reference, and if the said Admi- 
nistrator General, or other person or persons when 
summoned shall neglect or refuse to attend, or to 
produce any Books, Papers or Documents requir- 
ed, or shall attend and refuse to be sworn or make 
a Solemn Affirmation when by Law an Affirma- 
tion may be substituted for an Oath, or shall refuse 
to be examined, the said person or persons shall 
certify such neglect or refusal in writing to the 
Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort William in 
Bengal which shall have power to issue an Attach- 
ment against such Administrator General, or other 
person or perrons for such neglect or refusal as 
aforesaid, who shall thereupon be punishable in like 
manner as if such neglect or refusal had been in 
contempt of the said Supreme Court. 


X. If on such reference and examination it shall 
appear that the said Schedules are correct, and that 
the Provisions of the said Acts of Parliament and of 
this Act have been complied with, the costs and 
expenses of such reference shall be defrayed pro- 
portionably by all the Estates, the accounts of 
which are then under examination, which costs 
and proportion the person or persons to whom such 
reference is made shall ascertain, and the said Ad- 
ministrator General shall deduct the sum chargeable 
to each Estate therefrom, and shall apply the same 
to the payment of the costs and expences of such 
reference. 

XI. If upon any such reference and examina- 
tion the person or persons to whom the said refer- 
ence is made shall see reason @ believe that the 
said Schedules do not contain a true and correct 
account of the matters therein, or which ought to 
be therein contained, such person or persons shall 
report accordingly to the Governor General of India 
in Council, specifying in his or their report the sub- 
stance of his or their objections thereto, and the said 
Governor General in Council shall thereupon refer 
the same to the consideration of the Advocate 
General of the East India Company in Ben- 
gal, who shall thereupon proceed summarily by 
petition for an account against the said Adminis- 
trator General, or against a late Administrator Ge- 
neral after his removal trom Office, or against his 
personal representatives in case of his death in res- 
pect of all or any of the Estates then or formerly 
under his care as the said Advocate General 
shall think fit, and shall have power to exhibit 
interrogatories to the eaid Administrator Gene- 
ral, or other person or persons defendants, who 
shall be bound to answer the same as fully 
as if the same had been contained in a -Bill 
filed for the like purpose, and the Court shall 
have power on any such petition filed to exa- 
mine orally the parties before it and all witnesses, 
or to refer the accounts to be taken in the ordi- 
nary way, and the costs of the Advocate General 
when such are directed to be paid shall be defray- 


ed either by.the defendant or defendants in case 
he or they shall be decreed to pay the costs, or out 
of the Estates rateably as the said Court shall 
direct, and the Court shall have power to order the 
Administrator General, or other person or persons 
defendants, to receive his or her costs out of the 
said Estates if it shall think fit. 


XII. The said Court shall have power on such 
petition to make such original and subsequent 
orders as upon a Bill filed, and such Orders shall 
have the same effect, and be executed in the same 
manner as Decretal Orders, and in case any appor- 
tionment amongst the several [states shall be- 
come necessary in consequence of any deficiency 
of funds, the Court shall by one or more euch 
Oiders direct in what manner the same is to be 
made. 


XIU. Every person who having been sworn 
or having taken a Solemn Affirmation under this 
Act. shall wilfully give false testimony upon any 
examination authorized hy this Act shall be deemed 
guilty of perjury, and if convicted thereof, shall 
he liable to fine and imprisonment, or to fine or 
imprisonment, which imprisonment may be at the 
discretion of the Court with or without hard labour, 
and may extend to two years. 


XIV. From and after the passing of this Act 
the Master of the Supreme Court shall in addition 
to the duties now performed by him perform also 
the duties of Ecclesiastical Equity and Admiralty 
Registrar, and shall also on the next vacation of the 
Office of Sworn Clerk perform the duties of that 
Office. 


XV. From and after the passing of this Act 
the Taxing Officer of the Supreme Court shall in 
addition to the duties of the several Offices now 
held by him, and on the next vacancy of the seve- 
ral Offices of Examiner in the Insolvent Court and 
of Attorney for Paupers, discharge also the duties 
of those Offices. 


XVI. When the Offices of Sworn Clerk, of 
Examiner in the Insolvent Court, and of Interpre- 
ter of European Languages and Tipstaff shall se- 
verally become vacant, the Offices of Interpreter 
of European Languages and Tipstaff shall be 
abolished, and no appointment of Sworn Clerk 

all be made except as aforesaid to be held joint- 
ly with the Office of Master, and no appointment 
as F.xaminer in the Insolvent Court shall be made 
except as aforesaid to be held jointly with that of 
the Taxing Officer of the Supreme Court. 


XVII. On any future appointment of any per- 
son to hold in the said Supreme Court the Office 
of Master in Equity, Prothonotary, or Taxing 
Officer of the said Supreme Court, with the other 
Offices of which the duties are to be performed by 
such Officers respectively they shall severally re- 
ceive such salasies as the said Court with the appro- 
val of the Governor General of India in Council 
shall appoint, not exceeding for each Calendar 
mouth to the Master in Equity Company’s Rupees 
three thousand, to the Prothonotary Company’s 
Rupees two thousand, and to the Taxing Officer 
Company’s Rupees fifteen hundred. 


XVIII. From and after the passing of this Act 
the Government Agent of the East India Com- 
pany for the time being shall be the Accountant 
General of the Supreme Court instead of the 
Master of the said Court, and all money paid into 
Court shall be paid directly into the Office of the 
Government Agent and shall not be received by 
any Officer of the Supreme Court, and the manner 
of paying the same into and out of the Office of 
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the Government Agent shall be such as he with 
the approval of the Judzes of the Supreme Court 
shall from time to time direct, and all payments 
made in any cause or matter shall be entered 
with the name of the cause or matter in which 
they are paid in, and with the addition of the name 
or uames of the party or parties by whom they are 
paid in, 


XIX. From and after the passing of this Act 
the Administrator General shall be the Official 
Trustee under the Act No. XVII. 1843, instead 
of the Ecclesiastical Registrar of the said Supreme 
Court, and such Court shall by one order to be 
made in all the causes m which a Receiver is ap- 
pointed, appomt the Admuistrator General to be 
the Receiver in such causes, and shall on any future 
application for a Receiver appoint the Administra- 
tor General for the time being to be such Receiver, 
and it shall be lawful for the said Governor Gene- 
ral in Council from time to time either to allow the 
Administrator General to receive such Commission 
as the Governor General of India in Council 
ehall think fit not exceeding five Rupecs in the 
hundred on all sums received by him, and subject 
to all charges of Establishment or otherwise to be 
defrayed by him out of the Commission so allowed 
to him, or to assign instead thereof such salary as

Zo abolish the practice of Branding Convicts. 


Whereas by Sundry Regulations of the Bengal 
and Madras Codes, it is provided, that Convicts 
sentenced to confinement for life, are to have in- 
scribed on their foreheads their name, the crime 
of which they have been convicted, the date of the

An Act for the appointment of an Administrator 
General of unrepresented Estates in Bengal and 
for the regulation of that Office, and for the 
requlation of the Offices of the Supreme Cuurt of 
Judicature at Fort William in Bengal. 


Whereas by an Act of Parliament passed in a Ses- 
sion holden in the 39th and 40th years of the reign 
of King George the 3d, entitled “An Act for 
establishing furthgr Regulations for the Govern- 
ment of the Britigh Territories in India, and for 
the better Admjnistration of Justice within the 
same,” it was atgongst other things provided that 
from and after "the First day of March in the 
year of Our Lord One Thousand Eight Hundred 
and One, whenever any gBritish Subject should 
die intestate within eithag’of the Presidencies of 
Fort William, Fort St. George or Bombay respec- 
tively, or the Territories subordinate to either of 
the said Presidenciesa, or to become subordinate 
thereto, and on the return of the citation issued 
from the proper Ecclesiastical Court, no next of

Officer of Wills appointing the Ecclesiastical Re-

poses such Administrator, Executor, or Grantee 
in his new character of Administrator General as 
the Ecclesiastical Registrar of the Supreme Court 
was, and shall have as such Administrator, Eexecu- 
tor or Grantee all the same powers, as the said 
Ecclesiastical Registrar might exercise at the time 
of passing this Act as such Administrator, Execu- 
tor or Grantee. 


I] The Ecclesiastical Registrar at the time of 
the passing of this Act shall be the first Adminis- 
trator General, and sball upon the passing of this

lished in the Calcutta Gazette, and shall be full 
authority, protection and indemnification in all 
Courts whatsoever for euch keeping, depositing and 
investing, and until such order be made the Assets 
in thehands of such Administrator General shall 
be deposited and kept in the Treasury of the Kast 
India Company. 


VIII. The provisions above recited of the Act

certify such neglect or refusal in writing to the

the same to the consideration of the Advocate 
General of the East India Company in Ben- 
gal, who shall thereupon proceed summarily by 
petition for an account against the said Adminis- 
trator General, or against a late Administrator Ge- 
neral after his removal from Office, or against his 
personal representatives in case of his death in res- 
pect of all or any of the Estates then or formerly 
under his care as the said Advocate General 
shall think fit, and shall have power to exhibit 
interrogatories to the said Administrator Gene- 
ral, or other person or persons defendants, who 
shall be bound to answer the same as fully 
as if the same had been contained in a Bill 
filed for the like purpose, and the Court shall 
have power on any such petition filed to exa- 
mine orally the parties before it and all witnesses, 
or to refer the accounts to be taken in the ordi- 
nary way, aud the costs of the Advocate General 


when such are directed to be paid shall be defray- 
ed either by the defendant or defendants in case 
he or they shall be decreed to pay the costs, or out 
of the Estates rateably ‘as the said Court shall 
direct, and the Court shall have power to order the 
Administrator General, or other person or persons 
defendants, to receive his or her costs out of the 
said Estates if it shall think fit. 


XII. The said Court shall bave power on such 
petition to make such original and subsequent 
orders as upon a Bill filed, and such Orders shall 
have the same effect, and be executed in the same 
manner as Decretal Orders, and in case any appor- 
tionment amongst the several Estates shall be- 
come necessary in consequence of any deficiency 
of funds, the Court shall by one or more such 
Orders direct in what manner the same is to be 
made. 


XIII. Every person who having been sworn 
or having taken a Solemn Affirmation under this 
Act shall wilfully give false testimony upon any 
examination authorized by this Act shall be deemed 
guilty of perjury, and if convicted thereof, shall 
be liable to fine and imprisonment, or to fine or 
imprisonment, which imprisonment may be at the 
discretion of the Court with or without hard labour, 
and may extend to two years. 


XIV. From and after the passing of this Act 
the Master of the Supreme Court shall in addition 
to the duties now performed by him perform also 
the duties of Ecclesiastical Equity and Admiralty 
Registrar, and shall also on the next vaeation of the 
Office of Sworn Clerk perform the duties of that 
Office. 


XV. From and after the passing of this Act 
the Taxing Officer of the Supreme Court shall in 
addition to the duties of the several Offices now 
held by him, and on the next vacancy of the seve- 
ral Offices of Examiner in the Insolvent Court and 
of Attornev for Paupers, discharge also the duties 
of those Offices. 


XVI. When the Offices of Sworn Clerk, of 
Examiner in the Insolvent Court, and of Interpre- 
ter of European Languages and Tipstaff shall se- 
verally become vacant, the Offices of Interpreter 
of European Languages and Tipstaff shall be 
abolished, and no appointment of Sworn Clerk 
shall be made except as aforesaid to be held joint- 
ly with the Office of Master, and no appointment 
as Examiner in the Insolvent Court shall be made 
except as aforesaid to be held jointly with that of 
the Taxing Officer of the Supreme Court. 


XVII. On any future appointment of any per- 
son to hold in the said Supreme Court the Office 
of Master in Equity, Prothonotary, or Taxing 
Officer of the said Supreme Court, with the other

To abolish the practice.of Branding Convicts. 


Whereas by Sundry Regulations of the Bengal 
and Madras Codes, it is provided, that Convicts 
sentenced to confinement for life, are to have in- 
scribed on their fureheads their name, the crime 
of which they have been convicted, the date of the 
sentence passed against them, and the name of the 
Division, by the Court of which it may have been 
passed: and whereas it is thought fit to abolish 
wholly the practice of branding convicts through- 
out the Territories uoder the Governinant of the 
East India Company, It is enacted as follows: 


I. Section 11 of Regulation IV. 1797, Sec- 
tion 35 of Regulation Vil. 1808, and Clauses 
Second, Third and Fourth, in Section 12 of Regu- 
lation KVII. 1817, of the Bengal Code; Section 
35 of Regulation VII. 1802, of the Madras Cods, 
and all other Regulations or parts of Regulations 
aforce, directing that any convicted offenders 


heads, or on any part of their persons, are rescind- 
ed; and after the passing of this Act it shall not be 
lawful for any Court or Magistrate within the Ter-

No, 190 of 1848.—The Pay, Batta, and other Allowances for May 1848. of the Troops at the 
Presidency and at the other Stations of the Army, will be issued on or after Friday, the 9th proximo. 





No, 191 of 1848,— Many instances of irregular and unauthorized payments, on the part of Com- 
mittees of Adjustment on the Estates of deceased Officers, having recently occurred, ‘he Right Hon’ble 
the Governor General in Council is pleased to direct the republication of the General Order No. 110, 
of the 5th May 1841, and to intimate to the Army that Officers composing such Committees will in 
future be held personally responsible for all Disbursements made by them at variance with the instruc- 
tions therein laid down for their guidance. 


*VIT" rryy “In pursuance of the provisions of the above cited *Sec- 
8 ALIN, Ly LE and tions of the Mutiny Act Mail tArticles of War for the hetter 
+110 and WN Government of Officers and Soldiers in the Service of the 
East India Company, the Governor General in Council is 

pleased to lay down the following rules of procedure to be observed on the decease of Officers and 
Soldiers.

The Inventory, together with the Accounts of Debts and Credits, and any sum which may remain 
after satisfying the Regimental Debts, will be transmitted by the Committee, through the Officer Com- 
manding the Regiment, to the Military Secretary to Government, to be by him paid to the Executor or 
legal Representative of the deceased. 


In all cases where a Will is not found ; or when a Will is found, and the Estate is not solvent; or 
when no Executor is appointed ; or when the Executor named in the Will is at too great a distance to 
be communicated with within one month; it will he the duty of the Committee to cause the Live Stock 
aud other property of the Estate to be sold by Public Auction without delay ; but in the event of the 
Executor being on the spot or within the distance above indicated,—the Estate appearing to be solvent, 
—the Committee will communicate with him, and reserve or dispose of the Live Stock and other pro- 
perty of the Estate as he may desire; the proceeds of gale and the property reserved being subject, 

owever, to the Orders of the Military Secretary to Goverumant, without whose authority no Effects, 
or Proceeds or surplus of Effects, are to be made over to the Executor. 


The Committee will, in all cases, draw the Arrears of Pay, &c. which may be due to the deceased, 
and Accounts of Estates are not to be closed until such Pay, &c. shall have been received. To 
relieve the Committee however from the charge and responsibility of keeping proceeds of Estates 
10 their hands, pending the close of Accounts, remittances on account are to be made to the Military 
Seer etary to Government. 


To avoid delay in adjusting the Arrears of Pay due to Officers deceased, it will be the duty of the 
Military Auditor General, immegiately on receiving notice from the Military Secretary to Government, 
or other certaia information, of the decease of an Officer, to tause all Bills ph his Office connected with 
the deceased in any way to be examined and checked, in order to their ear@ settlement. . 


The Committee will record and sign their Proceedings, entering, with all other necesrary particu. 
lars, the date, places, and Object of their assembly, as well as the names of the Convening Officer, and 
of the President and Members. e 

When any delay appears likely to occur in bringing the proceedings to a close, a special report of 
the circumstance is to be made to the Military Secretary to Government, by the Committee, with 
statement of the progress made up to the date of such report. 

All Proceedings and Papers connected with [states transmitted to the Military Secretary to 
Government, and all references for instructions made to him, are to be forwarded through the Conven-. 
ing Officer. who is considered responsible for the regularity of the procedure of the Committee. All 
correspondence with the Register of the Supreme Court, relative to his taking out Administration to 
Estates, is restricted to the military department; and Committees of Adjustment will neither commu- 
nicate their proceedings direct to the Registrar, nor will they make remittances on account of Estates 
direct to the General ‘Treasury, but only through the Military Secretary to Government. 


In the case of the demise of an officer possessed of instruments, field Books or maps, or other 
articles, the property of government, it will be the duty of the committee of adjustment to report 
specially upon such public property to the convening officer, who will be held responsible that the 
same be not sold with the private effects of the deceased, and that proper measures be taken for its 
safe custody. A copy of such special report will be inserted in the proceedings of the committee 


With reference to Section XLIX. of the Mutiny Act, it is hereby notified that all sums due to 
the Military Orphan Fund, the Miltary Fund, the Medical Fund, are of the nature of Regimental 
Debts; but claims or demands of the undermentioned descriptions are not Regimental Debts, and 
therefore will not be settled by Committees of Adjustment : 


Bills of Tradesmen of every class, without exception. 
Private Accounts of Agents, Merchants, Shop-keepers, Money-lenders, and Dealers. 


Claims for Money borrowed, for the purpose of building or purchasing Quarters, to distinguish 
it from Money due for the hire of quarters, or for their purchase from the former proprietor, which 
is a Regimental Debt. 

Mess Bills for any period in arrears beyond the month in which an Officer dies and the imme- 
diately preceding mouth. 

Bills for Liquors supplied from the Mess Stores to unmarried Officers separate from their 
charges at Mess. 

Bills on account of Subscriptions to Regimental Bands, Book Clubs, and similar private institutions. 


When an Officer separated from his Regiment by employment on the General Staff, or by hav- 
ing obtained leave of absence, or by any other circumstance, or au Officer of the Invalid Establish- 
ment, shall die at any station, it will be the duty of the Officer Commanding at such Station to order 
a Committee of Adjustment to assemble without delay, consisting of a resident, being either an 
Officer not under the rank of Major or the next Senior Officer available at the Station, and of two 
Members, who shall, in all practicable cases, be Officers of eight years’ standing in the Service: and 
such Committee shall proceed in every particular in the mode laid duwn in the foregoing rules for 
the guidance of Regimental Committees of Adjustment. In the case, however, of an Officer tem- 
porarily detached from his Regiment, dying at a Station other than that to which he properly belongs, 
it will likewise be the duty of the Officer Commanding the Regiment, on receiving intimation of his de- 
cease, to convene a Regimental Committee in the usual manner; and in sucha case, the Regimental 
Committee, and not that assembled where the individual died, will draw the Arrears of Pav; and the 
proceedings of the latter Committee will be forwarded to the Officer Commanding the Regiment to 
which the deceased belonged, in order to their communication to the Regimental Committee of Ad- 
justment, and to their transmission simultaneously with the proceedings of the Regimental Com- 
mittee to the Military Secretary to Government. 


Officers Commanding at Stations where detached Officers die, will consider all the foregoing rules 
relating to the duties and responsibilities of Regimental Commanding Officers, to be equally applicable 
to themselves. 


On the decease of Warrant Officers, and of Non-Commissioned Officers and Soldiers in detached 
employ, Committees of Adjustment, composed of three Commissioned Officers, will be assembled by 
Order of the Officer Commanding at the station, and will proceed in the mode hereinbefore prescribed. 


It is the duty of the Town Major to convene Committees of Adjustment on the Effects of Officers 
dying at the Presidency: such Committees to consist of any three Officers who may be available, the 
President being not under the rank ef Major, and the Members of at least Eight years’ standing in the 
Service. The proceedings of such Committees will be forwarded direct to the Military Secretary to 
Government, to whom application is to be made, when necessary, for instructions. 


Such parts of the foregoing rules as are applicable to the cases of Soldiers dying in the Service, 
and wi in conformity with the Mutiny Act and Articles of War relating thereto, are hereby extended’ 
to such cases.

1. * We transmit, herewith, Copy of a Circular letter, No. 958, issued by the Secretary at 
War, with its accompanying Copy of the Royal Warrant, dated 19th December [845, granting rewards, 
for Meritorious Service, and for Good Conduct of Non-Commissioned Officers, and Soldiers of Her 
Majesty’s Army. 


Para. 2. You will cause to be introduced into the Regulations, for the European Troops, in the 

Company’s Service, such of the Provisions of this Warrant, as extend or modify the rules of previous 

Good Conduct Warrants, which have been already made applicable to Non-

Para. 3. Certain additional advantages have been granted by this Warrant, which we are desirous 
should also be granted, to our European Troops; they are, Ist, by Articles 2 to 4, special granty 
accompanied by Medals to Serjeants, as rewards for distinguished or Meritorious Service: ‘The num. 
ber of Serjeants eligible to receive these benefits, in the Company’s Service, to be restricted to numbers 
proportionate to those allowed in Her Majesty’s Service. Q2dly. By Articles 5 to 11, Gratuities and 
Medals, to certain Non-Commissioned Officers, and Privates on discharge; and Adiy. By Article 28 per. 
mission to purchase discharges, or to obtain discharges, granted at diminished periods of service, in favor 
of men who have obtained one or more distinguishing marks, for Good Conduct. ‘The rates of purchase 
in the Company’s Service to remain as at present.” 


With reference to the above, the Right Hon’ble the Governor General in Council is pleased 
to issue the following rules, extending the provisions of Her Majesty's Warrant, of the 19th December 
1845, to the Hon’ble Company’s ‘Troops, as far as the same can be considered applicable to Indian 
Service. 

1. A sum of money, the extent of which will be hereafter announced, 1s to be distributed, for 
the purpose of granting Annuities, as rewards for distinguished or Meritorious Service, to Serjeants 
who are now, or who may be hereafter in the Hon'ble Company’s Service; either while serving, or 
after discharge, with, or without Pension, in sums f®t exceeding £20, which may be held during 
service, and together with Pension. = 

2, The Serjeants selected for this honorary distinction, to be entitled to receive and wear 4 
Silver Medal, having on one side ‘Vhe Company's Arms, and on the other, the words “Tor Meritori- 
ous Service,” and the name and Regiment of the Serjeant, with the date of its grant. 


It shall rest with the Commander in Chief to select the indivaduals, whom he may recommend 
for this Honorable Mark of approbation. 


4. With the view of further rewarding Meritorious Soldiers when discharged, and of encouraging 
Good Conduct in others, while serving, a Gratuity in addition to the ordinary pension may be grauted 
upon discharge to certain men, who shall have served 2l years, in the Company’s Army.

5. The Commanding Officer of every Regiment, Brigade, or Battalion, may annually recommend 
such individuals while serving, as he shall consider will be best entitled to this Gratuity, when dis- 
charged, provided, the amount recommended in any one year, does not exceed £30 for a Regiment, 
Brigade, or Battalion of an Establishment of 700 Rank and File, and upwards, and £20, for one of a 
lower Establishment, than 700 Rank and File. 


6. The men to be recommended, must have completed 21 years of actual service, have never 
heen convicted by a Court Martial, and must have borne an irreproachable character ; or, if not coming 


strictly within these latter conditions, must have particularly distinguished themselves, by gallantry, 
and zeal, in the service. 


7. Soldiers recommended to receive upon their discharge the Gratuity for Good Conduct shall, 
upon being approved by the Commander in Chief be entitled to wear a Silver Medal, having on one 
side the words “ For long service, and Good Conduct,” and on the other side in relief, the Company’s 
Arms, with the name and rank of the Soldier. ‘This Medal will be delivered to the Soldier, on 


parade, by the Commanding Officer of the Corps, and shall be worn by him during the remainder of 
his service. 


8. The year of the Soldier’s discharge, shall also be inscribed on the Medal, which will be 
returned to him, with the Parchment Certificate of Discharge, on which the grant will be recorded, as 
well as in the Regimental Orders, and in the Record of Soldiers’ services. 


9. lf circumstances should prevent the discharged Soldier, from receiving the Medal at the 
Regiment, it will be delivered to him through the Adjutant General of the Army. 


10. These Gratuities will be paid under the directions of the Governor General in Council, to

29. Commanding Officers of Regiments are strictly enjoined to enter in the Regimental Defaulter’s 
Book, the name of every Soldier, who, in consequence of misconduct, shall have been subjected to any 
punishment beyond six days’ Drill or seven days’ Confinement to Barracks, and the commission of every 
offence, which shall impose upon the Commanding Officer the necessity of recording the Soldier’s 
name in the Regimental Defaulter’s Book, shall render the man ineligible for this reward, for two 
years from that date, and if he be already in possession of this distinction, shall deprive him of his 
distinguishing mark and Good Conduct Pay, for one year, and a second recorded offence within twelve

four distinguishing marks, for ten years to obtain five distinguishing marks, and for twelve years to

25. A Soldier may, fora first offence of a serious nature, be adjudged, by the sentence 
of a Court Martial, to forfeit all, or any part of the advantages he had derived from his previous good 
conduct, either absolutely, or for any period not less thau eighteen months, according to the circum- 
stances which shall have appeared in evidence. 

26. ‘The distinction and the rewards for good conduct, do not extend to Serjeants, and other Non- 
Commissioned Officers, above the rauk of Corporal, and they will not be allowed, while serving, any 
addition to their established pay, but if permitted to purchase their discharges, or to obtain free dis- 
chargee, at their own request, they will be admitted to the benefits of Article 28th of this Regulation. 

27. All Soldiers now in the tlon’ble Company’s Service, who enlisted since the Ist March 1833, 
bur before Ist September, 1836, shall have the option of relinquishing all right to the additional pay 
of 2d. a day, to which they are now entitled, after the completion of 14 years’ service, 

28, All Soldiers now serving, who enloted on or before the Ist March 1838, shall, by relinquish- 
ing their right to additional pay for length of service, be entitled to claim, all the advantages of Good 
Conduct Pay, while serving, which are hereby granted. 

29. All Soldiers now serving, who enlisted on or before the Ist September, 1836, and who have 
completed 20, 25,or 30 years’ service, may on relinquishing their right to additional pay, receive respec- 
tively, 4d, Sd or Gd, aday Good Conduct Pay, provided their names shall not have been entered in the 
Regimental Defaulter’s Book immediately preceding the exchange, fur the several periods prescribed 
by this Warrant. 

30. Soldiers who have completed 15 years’ service may, on relinquishing their right to additional 
pay, receive 3d. per diem Good Conduct Pay, provided their names shall not have been entered in the 
Regimental Defaulter’s Book for at least siz years immediately preceding the exchange, 

31. Soldiers of less than 15 years’ service, already i the receipt of additional pay, at 2d. a day 
for length of service, may, on relinquishing their right to additional pay, continue to receive the same 
amount, as Good Conduct Pay, provided their names shall not have been entered in the Regimental 
Defaulter’s Books for at least four years, immediately preceding the exchange. 

82. Soldiers not vet in the receipt of additional pay, for length of service, may, by relinquishin 
their right to the same, receive Good Conduct Pay on completing the respective periods of 5, 10, 15, 20,

With the view, therefore, of rewarding distinguished or meritorious service, and of promoting good conduct in Our Army, 
Our will and pleasure is, 

1. ‘That, whenever We shall sanction the prant of a Commission without purchase to a Non-Commissioned Officer, selected 
and recommended for this disttnetion by Our Commander-in-Chief, there shall be granted to such Non-Commissioned Officer, in 
ud of an outfit as © Commissioned Officer, a sum of £150, xfuppointed to a Cavalry Regiment ; and of £100, if appointed to an 
Infantry Reyiment 

2. It in Our further will and pleasure, that a sum not exceeding £2000 a year be distributed, for the purpose of granting 
Annuities, as rewards for distinguished or meritorious service, to Serjeants who are now, or who may be hereafter in the Service, 
either while serving or after discharge with or without pension, in sums not exoceding £20, which may be held during service and 
together with pension. 

3. ‘he Seryeants selected for this honorary dictinction, to be entitled to receive and wear a Silver Medal, having on one 
side Our effigy, and un the other, the words * For Meritorious Service,” and the name and Regiment of the Serjeant, with the date 
of 1ts grant, 


4. Itshall rest with Our Commander-in-Chief, to select the individuals whom he may recommend to us for this honourable 
mark of Our approbation, 

5. With the view of further rewarding meritorious Soldiers when discharged,, and of encouraging good conduct in others 
while serving, We are pleased to alter the Warrants of Our late Royal Uncles, dated the 14th November, 1829, and 7th February, 
(833, and to direct, that a Gratuity in addition to tho ordinary Pension may be granted upon discharge to certain men, who shall 
have served 21 years in the Infantry, or 24 years in the Cavalry.

Act No. XI or 1848. 


An Act for the punishment of wandering gangs 
of Thieves and Robbers. 


Whereas it is expedient to extend some of the 
Provisions of the Law for the conviction of Phugs 


aod Usnaieterether gangs of Thieves and Rob- 


bers, It is enacted as follons: 


I. Whosoever shall be proved to have belong- 
ed either before or after the passing of this Act 
to any wandering gang of persons, associated for 
the purposes of theft or robbery, not being a 
gang of Thugs or Dacoite, shall be pumshed with 
imprisonment with hard labour for any term not 
exceeding seven years. 


II. Any person accused of the effence of be- 
longing to any such gang as aforesaid, or of the 
offence of unlawfully and knowingly receiving 
or buying property stolen or plundered by any 
such gang, may be committed by any Magistrate 
within the Territories of the East India Compa- 
ay, and may be tried by any Court which would 
have been competent to try him if his offence had 
been eommitted within the Zillah where that 
Court sits. 

Itl No Court shall on the trial of any offence 
under thia Aet require any Futwa from any Law

proceeding for the revision of the sentences of 
Subordinate Criminal Coyrts throughout the 
Presidencies of Bengal and Madras, It 1s enacted 
as follows: 

I. So much of Section V of Regulation IX. 
1831, of the Beneal Code, as is now in force, and 


als» Section XXXV. of Act VII, 1843, are 
repealed. 
II. ‘The several Gourts of Nizamut Adawlut 


in the Presidency of Bengal and of Foujdaree 
Adawlut in the Presidency of Madras, in any case 
in which it shall appear to either of them upon a 
réview of the Abatract Statements or Calendars of 
prisoners punished without reference, that the 
sentence passed is one which cannot lawfully be 
passed on a person convicted of the offence as stated 
in the Abstract Statement or Calendar, shall require 
the Judge of the Court in which the conviction was 
had to certify under his hand the offence of which 
the prisoner was convicted, and the sentence 
passed thereupon; and on the return of such Cer- 
tificate the Court of Nizamut Adawlut or Fouj- 
daree Adawlut, as the case may be, shall annul the 
sentence, if it could not be lawfully passed on a 
person convicted of such offence, and shall certify 
to the Court below the sentence or sentences 
which may lawfully be passed for such offence, 
and thereupon the Court below shall pass a new 
sentence aceording to Law, and ehall amend the 
record in accordance therewith. 

III. The said Courts of Nizamut Adawlut and 
Foujdaree Adawlut, in any case in which it shall 
appear to either of them, upon a review of the 
Abstract Statements or Calendars of prisoners 
punished without reference that the verdict or judg- 
meut wae contrary to the evidence, or that the sen- 
tence was too severe, may, if they shall think fit,

An Act for the punishment of wandering gangs 
of Thiaves and Robbers. 


Whereas ft s expedient to extend some of the 
Provisions ‘ef the Law for the conviction of Thugs 
and Dacoits to other gangs of Thieves and Rob- 
bers, It is enacted as follows: 


1. Whosoever shall be proved to have belong- 
ed either before or-after the passing of this Act 
to any wandering gang of persons, associated for 
the purposes of theft or robbery, not being a 
gang of Thugs or Dacoits, shall be punished with 
imprisonment with hard labour for any term not 
exceeding seven years. 

JI. Any person accused of the offence of be- 
longing to any such gang as aforesaid, or of the 
offence of unlawfully and knowingly reeeiving 
or buying property stolen or gene by any 
such gang, may be committed by any Magistrate 
within the Territories of the East India Compa- 
ny, and may be tried by any Court which would 
hage been competent to try him if his offence had 
been committed within the Zillah where that 
Court sits.

For better defining the Law as to revision of the 
sentences of Subordinate Criminal Courts. 


Whereas it hath been doubted how far Section 
V. of Regulation LX. 1831 of the Bengal Code is 
repealed by Act XXXI. 1841, and it is expedient 
to remove such doubt, and to establish one rule of 
proceeding for the revision of the sentences of 
Subordinate Criminal Courts throughout the 
Presidencies of Bengal and Madras, It is enacted 
as follows: 

I. So much of Section V. of Regulation IX. 
1831, of the Bengal Code, as is now in force, and 
also Section XXXV. of Act VII. 1843, are 
repealed. ; 

II. The several Courts of Nizamut Adawlut 
in the Presidency of Bengal and of Foujdaree 
Adawlut in the Presidency of Madras, in any case 
an which it shall appear to either of them upon a 
review of the Abstract Statements or Calendars of 





prisoners punished without reference, that the 


sentence passed is one which cannot lawfully be 

agsed on a person convicted of the offence as stated 
in the Abstract Statement or Calendar, shall require 
the Judge of the Court in which the conviction wag 
had to certify under his hand the offence of which 
the prisoner was convicted, and the sentence 
passed thereupon; and on the return of such Cer- 
tificate the Court of Nizamut Adawlut or Fouj- 
daree Adawlut, as the case may be, shall annul the 
sentence, if it could not be lawfully passed on a 
person convicted of such offence, and shall certify 


| to the Court below the’ sentence or sentences 


which may lawfully be passed for such offence, 
sa aba the Court below shall pass a new 
sentence according to Law, and shall amend the 
record in accordance therewith. 


III. The said Courts of Nizamut Adawlut and 
Foujdaree Adawlut, in any case in which it shall 
appear to either of them, upon a review of the 
Abstract Statements or Calendars of prisoners 
punished without reference that the verdict or judg- 
ment was contrary to the evidence, or that the sen- 
tence was too severe, may, if they shall think fit, 
require the Judge of the Court in which the convic- 
tion was had to certify under his hand the offence of 
which the prisoner was convicted, and the sentence 
passed thereupon, with the evidence on which 
such conviction was had, and any observations 
which he may be desirous of making in explana- 
tion of the verdict, judgment or sentence; and 
thereupon the Court of Nizamut Adawlut or Fouj- 
daree Adawlut, as the case may be, may annul such 
verdict, judgment and sentence, if the verdict or 
judgment shall appear to them contrary to the 
evidence, or mitigate the sentence, if it shall 
appear to them too severe, and in either case shall 
certify their proceedings to the Court in which the 
conviction was had, which shall thereupon make 
such orders as shall be conformable to the decision 
of the Court of Nizamut Adawlut, or Foujdaree 
Adawlut, and, if necessary, amend the record in 
accordance therewith.

The following Draft of a proposed Act was 
read in Council for the first time on the 20th of 
May, 1848. 

Act No. of 1848. 


An Act for substituting Stamp Duties instead of 
Institution Fees in the Courts of the District 
Moonsiffs in the Presidency of Madras, and for 
refunding Stamp Duties on Plaints in certain 
cases. 


Whereas it is expedient to substitute Stamp 
Duties for Institution Fees in the Courts of the 
District Moonaiffs in the Presidency of Madras, 
and to authorize the return of the whole or part 
of the Stamp Duties paid on Plaints in all Civil 
Actions which are dismissed on application of the 
parties, It is enacted as follows: 


I, Section XVI. and Clause 2, Section LVII. 
of Regulation VI. of 1816, and Sections IV. and 
V. of Regulation If. of 1884, of the Madras Code, 
shall be repealed from the first day of September 
in this year. 

If. From and after the said first day of Sep- 
tember, so much of Regulation XIII. 1816, and 
Section VII. of Regulation VII. 1818, of the 
Madras Code, as relates to the levying of Stam 
Duties instead of Fees on the institution of Civil 
actions, shall be applicable to the Courts of Dis- 
trict Moonsiffs in the Presidency of Madras.
